dramatically, that would mean 
a decrease in income for 
municipalities relying on utility 
taxes. To correct the problem, 
the deregulation legislation 
includes formulas for 
converting the utility taxes to 
a usage-based proportional 
rate. 

However, Illinois Power 
officials said in running 
numbers there are some cases 
where the change in the rate 
structure will affect the tax 
revenues. Factors such as a 
larger industrial or 
commercial base could create 
that situation. 

Electric rates are expected 
to fall by 15 percent on Aug. 1, 
so municipalities have to have 
changes in place before then. 
For the proportional method 
Pontoon Beach will use, 60 
days advance notice is 
required, giving the village 
until June to complete the 
ordinance.

At the tender age of 11, 
Andrew Haven already has

During his career, which 
started around the age of six,

‘The standout catcher now 
can add another baseball 
accomplishment to his ledger.

Te JSA will begin the 
trip by spending three days in 
Paris, France. The team then 
travels to the Netherlands, 
where they will stay at a Boy 
Scout camp with players from 
the other countries 

The boys will communicate 
by sign language at the camp 
and exchange gifts with their 
foreign counterparts 

“T keep telling him he ought 
to try and take some of his old 
baseball hats and make sure 
he can exchange a hat maybe 
for their hat,’’ Joe Haven said 
“Tt would be neat to end up 
having a couple of Japan hats 
and something they'll always 
remember.”’ 

After a short stay in the 
camp, the boys break into 
pairs of two. They then 
alternate between various 
families, who house them from 
night to night 

“(T) want him to just see 
how other people live and the 
fact that he can experience 
another country and another 
culture and to know that 
people are different, but 
basically the same too .. 
probably to find out that 
there’s more to the world than 
Dupo right here,’”” Joe Haven 
said.

Actually, Joe Haven learned 
about the tryouts somewhat 
inadvertantly. Haven spotted 
an ad looking for a baseball 
team interested in traveling to 
Australia 

He thought it was a tryout 
for individual players. Instead, 
the ad called for a complete 
team. 

“So I thought maybe 
Andrew’s team that he’s 
playing with now ... maybe we 
could work it out where they 
all could go and play,’’ Joe 
Haven said. 

But that option was 
eliminated after Haven spoke 
with Team USA manager Andy 
Parnes. 

“Andy called me one 
evening and was just 
explaining to me about going 
to Australia and what your 
team needs to be like and what 
the makeup should be to 
compete and everything,” 
Haven said. “I told him I 
wasn’t sure if we could even 
raise that much money in 
time.”

He was awarded the 
Thompson S. and Sarah S 
Baker Scholarship, the highest 
scholarship available at 
Davidson. It is awarded each 
year to the top two incoming 
freshmen based on academics, 
activities and community 
service 

“Davidson is located about 
15 minutes north of Charlotte,”’ 
Norbet said. ‘It’s in the 
Southern Conference, which 
includes schools like Furman, 
the College of Charleston, 
North Carolina-Greensboro and 
Appalachian State. 

“T made my first visit there 
last July, when I went to a 
soccer camp at Furman. We 
drove through Davidson.
